Tbe theory is a very good one, but the 
possibility of entanglinfrthe rope in tb/e 
rigging of the vessel and dragffing: th« 
buoy down with it is suggested by the 
fnrt that when a ship go«'s down there 
must be a tremendous swirl and swash- 
ing about of water, sufficient, nt least 
to make the usefulness of a buoy and 
any ordinary rope attached to it very 
slim indeed.—N. Y. Ledgt'r.
